Collection; For if it does not ſpeak for it ſelf, 


It can hardiy be ſupported by the moſt moving 
Things that can be ſaid in Praiſe and Commen- 
dation of Charity. 

A due Regard to the Memory of the pious Be- 
nefactors, as well as a hearty Inclination to do 
Service to the Poor and Needy, will not fail 
in the Eyes of all honeft and impartial Men to 
juſtify the Publicati on of the following Sheets. 
'Tis poſſible, to a Work of this Nature, many 
Objections may be raiſed from the Fears and Fea- 
louſies of ſome, and the Intereſt and Prejudices 
of others. To all which, it may be ſufficient to 
ſay in general (fince the Mention of Particulars 
might open a Way to perſonal Reflections) that 
every Member of Society has an indiſputable 
Right to be informed of his Property; that Fraud 
and Injuſtice, whether committed in a publick or 
private Capacity, are flill the ſame Things; 
and that no Power whatſoever ought to be main- 
tained and ſupported at the Expence of charita- 
ble Gifts and Benefactions. 

F thoſe who are reſpectively concerned in the 
Diſpoſal of theſe Charities do faithfully diſcharge 
their Truſt, this Account will procure them Ho- 
nour and Eſteem, by bearing Witneſs ts their up- 
right 
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right and honeſt Dealings; if otherwiſe, it may 
prove uſeful in rectiſying any paſt Miſcondutt, 
and in guarding the ſeveral Benefactions from 
Embezelment and Miſapplication for the future. 

The Collectors cannot but perſuade themſelves 
that their Enquiries have been very ſucceſsful, and 
will be found liable to few Exceptions, conſider- 
ing the Difficulty and Tediouſnejs of the Work, 
as well as the Want of many Materials which be- 
ing depofited in the Corporation Treaſury, are not 
within the Reach of their Inſpettion. This they 
can with Safety affirm, that as this Work was 
not undertaken out of Pique or Prejudice to any 
one, ner with a Defign to procure any Profit or 
Advantage to themſelves, jo they have not indu- 
frioufly miſrepreſented any one Gift or Diſtribu- 
tion, nor concealed the Truth of any one Fact 
which came to their Knowledge. 

The Particulars are extracted from ſuch Mi- 
nutes and Accounts as lye ſcattered up and down 
in the Books and Writings of thoſe who were for- 
merly Clerks or Members of the C Houſe, 
or ſome way or other employed to take N 8 or 
make Albſtracts of Deeds and Writings belonging 
to the C—p—n; among whom the Perſons of 
principal Note and Authority were, the two Mr, 
Burtons, and the late Alderman Edw. Owen, 
whoſe great Knowledge of the City Affairs, join- 
ed with an hearty attachment to its Intereſt, will 
remove all Suſpicion of Ignorance or Miſrepre- 
ſentation in them. 

The Account that is given of the Loan Money 
is long and tedious, but we hope excuſable, be- 
cauſe 
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cauſe a ſhorter Account would not have been ſo 
full a Proof of the Reality of its Being and Con- 
tinuance, nor have furniſhed thoſe who are In- 
tereſted in it with ſufficient Means for their fu- 
ture Enquiries. 

T he Collectors hope there is little Occaſion in a 
Work of this Nature to make any Apology for 
the Style and Manner of Expreſſion in which the 
ſeveral Donations are related : They have gene- 
rally made Uſe of the very Words and Sentences 
as they found them in the Wills or Deeds of the 
Benefattors; or in the Books and Writings from 
whence theſe Accounts are reſpectively taken: 
Whenever they have done otherwiſe, they have 
endeavoured to expreſs the Purport and Mean- 
ing of the Wills, &c. in the moſt plain and intel- 
ligible Manner; their chief Deſign being not to 
entertain the Taſte of a polite Reader, but to 
give the preſent as well as future Generations a 
true Knowledge of their juſt Right and Property. 

The Reader will pleaſe to obſerve, that they 
have not in this Account made any Deduction or 
Allowance for Quit-Rents or Taxes, to which 
many of the Charity Eſtates are ſubject. The 
former are in general ſo ſmall and inſignifi- 
cant, as not to deſerve their Notice; and the 
latter being fluctuating and changeable, cannot 

with certainty be deducted or allowed. | 

| They have thought fit to inſert ſeveral mar- 
ginal Notes, either by way of Illuſtration or 
Reference to ſome Matters of Fa which they 
found ſupported by good Authority. Many of 
theſe Notes may, to an 1 natfferent Reader, ſeem 
to have little Purport or Significance ; but 
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fo thoſe who are acquainted with the Conſti- 
tut ion of this C—ty, or are deſirous to make 
further Enquiries into the State of the Chari- 
ties, the Collectors doubt not but they will be 
found of very great Uſe and Service. 

That ſome Particulars have eſcaped their 
Notice, and that for want of Materials they 
have not been able to give a full Account of 
others, is what may eaſily be allowed; for its 
is next to an Impoſſibility that a Work of this 
Nature ſhould be perfectiy compleat; and it 
may rather ſeem Matter of Wonder that the 
Collectors have diſcovered ſo much, than that they 
have not been able to diſcover all that relates to 
the Subject. 

Thoſe who can have eaſy Acceſs to the origi- 
nal Deeds and Writings, and whoſe Duty and 
real Intereſt it is to have every Benefaction 
applied according to the Intention of the Foun- 
der, would uſefully employ themſelves if, inſtead 
of perverting any 'Part of theſe Charities to 
the Defence of the Embezzlement or Miſappli- 
cation of them, they would correct ſuch Mi- 
Rakes as may poſſibly occur in the enſuing Work, 
by more authentick Proofs and better Authort- 
ty than the Collectors baue given. If no At- 
tempt of this Kind be made within a reaſona- 
ble Compaſs of Time, it may juſtly be preſum- 
ed that this Account is true and genuine in

Members can be to the Eſtale of their Predeceſſors. 
The ſame way of reaſoning is applicable to the De- 
ficiency or Embezzlement- of any other Charity be- 
longing to a Corporation, |

Ms. Thomas BOND 
was by Trade a Draper, and Mayor of this City 
in the Year 1497. 

He died 18 March 1:06, on which Day his 
* Will bears Date, and is to the following Effect, 
as far as concerns the Hoſpital. | 

That there ſhould be ordained and eſtabliſhed 
a Bede-Houſe in Bablake, upon the North Side, 
for 10 poor Men and a Woman to diſh their Meat 
and Drink. Provided that the ſaid Men ſhall be 
choſen out of thoſe that have paid all their Fines; 
and for Lack or Default of ſuch, out of thoſe that 
have moſt need, and have paid part, leſs or more, 
after the Diſcretion of Mr. Mayor and his Bre- 
thren 3 Provided alſo that theſe Men be choſen 
at a general Day of Trinity Guild ; and that the 
ten poor Men, with the Woman, have every Year 
a Gown of Black with a Hood, and that they be 
every Day at the beginning of Mattins and Even- 
ſong ; and ſay three times every Day, our Ladies 
Pfalter for the Brethren and Siſthren of the ſaid 
Guild. And that the ſaid ten Men ſhall be boun-

den daily after they have ſupped, to go into the 
Church, and there kneeling every Man to ſay 
fafteen Pater-noſters, and fifteen Aves, and three 
Creeds, in the Worſhip of the Paſſion of Jeſus 
Chriſt, and then to drink and go to Bed, —Allo 
he wills and ordains that a devout Secular Prieſt, 
a Maſter of Arts at the leaſt, who ſhall occupy 
himſelf, and give him diligently to preach the 
Word of God and his Holy Golpets, thall nave 
for his Labour twenty Marks by the Year, and a 
Gown Cloth, and for his Hood five Yards price 
a Yard 45.—Fhat all the Lands he hath ſhall remain 
in his Feoffees Hands, to the Uſe of his Execu- 
tors, till ſuch time as all his Debts and Bequeſts 
be paid and perform'd. That then as much be 
appointed out of his beſt Lands as will eſtabliſh 
his Will in Bablake for the faid ten poor Men 
and Woman; and alſo for the ſaid Maſter, that 
ſhall preach ; and that done, the Reſidue of all His 


Lands ſhall remain to his Heir. —And that the 


{aid Prieſt that ſhall preach, ſhall be at every Ge- 
neral Day to give his beſt Advice, and allo to 
read his Will, that the ten Men may know whe- 
ther things be done according to his Will. _And 
that there be at leaſt one General Day every 
Tear. 

It does not appear that any particular Lands were 
ſetlied upon the Hoſpital till near fifty Years after 
Mr. Bond's Death, in the Reign of Edward VI. 
For John, Son of the ſaid Mr. Bond, maintain'd the 

old Men by weekly Payments; and 
- Dec. 29 H. VIII. in his Will (which was made above 
thirty Years after his Father's De- 
ceaſe) leaves certain Lands to be offered to the 
Maſter of the Trinity Guild, and his Brethren, 
for the Maintenance of this Hoſpital : and in Caſe 
the ſame be not accepted, charges his Son 7. bom,

% Thomas Bond, ſometime Mayor and Alderman 


of this City for ten Men and one Woman, who 


«© gave certain Lands for Maintenance thereof, 
« which his Son John Bond continued during his 
« Life. But Thomas the Son of John claimed 
de thoſe Lands as his own ; whereupon the City 
« ſued him in Chancery, and had a Decree a- 
% gainſt him, which coſt them a great Sum of 
Money, for certain Lands valued then at 20/. 
« per Annum. In the 7 of K. J. I. the ſaid Lands 
„ were queſtioned as conceaPd from the Crown, 
which Lands and Tenements the City were en- 
forc'd again to purchaſe of the King, to their 
« very great Coſts and Expences, notwithſtand- 
«* ing the City have continued their Charitable

This Inſcription ſeems very faulty in many Reſpects. 
For here is no mention made of the ſecular Prieſt, 
who had an ample Proviſion made for him by Mr. 
Bond, and was as much upon the Foundation, as the 
10 Men and the Woman. Nor 1s it true, that Mr. 
Bond gave certain Lands for the Maintenance of

And the Account here given of a Suit in Chan- 
cery for certain Lands, then valued at 201. per 
Annum, is very ſurprizing, if what Sir William 
Dugdale ſays of this Hoſpital be true: For, he 
tells us, That Thomas Bond, the Grandſon at 
the time of the Survey in the Year 1545, had 


put into Feoffees Hands certain Lands of the

Jt ſeems much more credible, that the ſaid Tho- 
mas Bond did, in purſuance of his Father John's 
Will, ſet forth Lands for the uſe of the ſaid Hoſpi- 
tal, but that thoſe Lands were not ſufficient to anſwer 
the original defign of the Donation; and that there- 
fore, the City ſued him in Chancery for an addition 
thereunto of 201. per Annum. We have ſeen

Ex. MSS. Petri. fiderable Abilities and Learning. Up- 
oy per penes on the Diſſolution of the Abbies and 
e Monaſteries he attended the King's 
Commiſſioners to this City, where he was wonderfully 
taken with the pleaſant Situation of the Houſe lately be- 
longing to the White-Friars. After his Return to Lon- 
don he deſired his intimate Acquaintance, Lord Crom- 
well, and Sir Anthony Dennis to move the King, that 
he might have leave to purchaſe ſome of his Majeſty's 
Lands lying in and about Coventry. The King was 
eaſily prevailed upon to hearken to any Motions of 
this Kind ; but underſtanding there was no Free-School 
in the ſaid City, he told Sir Anthony, that he ſhould 
be well pleaſed to meet with a Purchaſer who would 
give ſomething towards the Foundation of a School, 
whereby others might be encouraged to promote ſo 
good a Work. Sir Anthony anſwered, That his Ma- 
jeſty knew John Hales to be 4 very good Scholar, and 
a Lover of Learning and Learned Men; and there- 


fore 
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fore could not meet with a Purchaſer more fit for 
that Purpoſe, Herenpon the King ſent for Mr. 
Hales, and aſked him whether in Caſe of a Purchaſe 
he would be willing to do ſomething towards the Ere- 
frion of a Free- School in Coventry. Mr. Hales 
anſwered, That he ſhould be very well pleaſed to do 
fo, and that ſince the Motion was made by his Ma- 
jeſty, the School which he would found, ſhould be cal- 
led K. H. VIII. School, The King afterwards preſſing 
him to engage to ſettle four Marks a Year for a Be- 
ginning: Mr, Hales replied, That that was too lit- 
tle, and in Caſe he was ſuffered to purchaſe, he 
would ſettle above thrice four Marks a Year, but 
withal deſired that the Purchaſe might be free with- 
out any Mention or Notice in the Patent of any Thing 
tu be given for the Endowment of a School.

Truſt may be continued 
for ever — She wills That the ſaid Truſtees and 
their Succeſſors reſpectively ſhall, from time to

{ary and reaſonable Charges and Expences as they

Pounds ten Shillings and ſix Pence purchaſe from 
the Crown ſome Lands, Sc. parcel of the late 
diſſolved Priory Lands, lying near the ſaid City 
of Coventry, being an improveable Eſtate, tho' 
the Rent were then but about 70 J. per Ann. to 
them and their Succeſſors for ever, and paid the 
Charges of paſſing the Grant amounting to ninety 
pine Pounds, ten Pence, And that afterwards there 
was an Indenture of Covenants executed between 
the ſaid Plaintiffs Predeceſſors of the one Part, 
and the then Maſter and Warden of the Mer- 
chant Taylors of the Fraternity of St. Zohn Bap- 
tiſt inthe City of London of the other Part, dated 
ſexto Fulit, quinto Edri.

And it was provided, that if Default ſnould be 
made in the Payment of the poor Men the Loan- 
Money, or the twenty Shillings to the Merchant 
Taylors by the Plantiffs Predeceſſors or their Suc- 
ceſſors, They ſhould pay for the firſt Year's Omit- 
ſion unto the Maſter and Wardens of the Mer- 
chant Taylors, twenty Pounds in the Name of 
a Pain, thirty Pounds for the ſecond Year, and 


lo for every Year till it came to eighty Pounds; 


And the Merchant Taylors were at Liberty to 
diſtrain on the Lands for the ſaid Penalties : By 
which Indenture or Articles it appears that no more 
of the ſeventy Pounds per Annum ſhould be ap- 
plied for the Purpoſes in the ſaid Articles menti- 
oned, and that the Remedy for the Non-perfor- 
mance of the ſame. was to be taken as therein men- 
tioned, For the Performance of which Articles, the 
Plantiffs Predeceſſors gave a penal Bond to the 
Merchant Taylors Defeazanced as in the Articles, 
That Sir Thomas White deligning a Benefit for Co-

Lord Keeper right on the ſeventh of December 


one thouſand ſeven hundred, who being aſſiſted 


by the Lord Chief Juſtice Holt, Mr. Juſtice'Powel, 
and Mr. Juſtice B/encow, His Lordſhip reſpited 
giving Judgment till the thirteenth Day of the ſaid 


December; On which Day his Lordſhip (the Judges 


concurring in Opinion) Diſmiſſed the ſaid Infor- 
mation, That the Plantiffs in the ſaid Cauſe ap- 
pealed from the ſaid Diſmiſſion to the Houſe of 
Lords, which coming on to be heard before their 
Lordſhips on the nineteenth of February one m_

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fand ſeven hundred and two, the ſaid Diſmiſſion 
was Reverſed, Their Lordſhips Declaring it to be 
their Opinion, That the Surplus Profits of the 
ſaid Lands, above the ſeventy Pounds a Year, 
ought to go in Augmentation of the Uſes expreſ- 
ſed in the ſaid Deed of Appointment : That on the 
twelfth of June one thouſand ſeven hundred and 
three, the Cauſe came to be Heard in this Court, 
when ſuch Directions were given as were agreea- 
ble to their Lordſhips Opinion, and the Court 
reſerved Coſts till after Mr. Gery, afterwards Sir 
Thomas Gery, the Maſter to whom the Matters 
were referred had made his Report : That pur- 
ſuant to the ſaid Order the faid Maſter abour the 
ninth of July one thouſand ſeven hundred and five 
made his Report, which was confirmed by the 
then Sollicitor (for the Plantiffs Predeceſſors) ne- 
glecting to take Exceptions thereto 3 By which the 
Plantiffs Predeceſſors apprehending themſelves to 
be Concluded, and that by ſuch Neglect they 
might account for more than the ſaid ( harity 
Lands amounted to without having juſt Allow- 
ances made them, and having ſpent a great Sum 
of Money in defending the ſaid Suit, and belicv- 
ing that all future Expences might be prevented 
by an Agreement with the Merchant Tay lors and 
the four Corporations, They entred into an agree 
ment with the ſaid Corporations for the ending 
the ſaid Suit. And a Meeting was had by A. 
gents on all Sides at Lutter worth in Leiceſter- 
foire; where, in a publick Manner, an Agree- 
ment was made on the ſecond of 7aruary one 
thouſand ſeven hundred and five, about the In- 
creaſe of the Sum to be paid the four Corporatt- 
ons and Merchant Taylors, and about ſome Ar- 
rears of the forty Pounds a Yar Part of the ſaid 


Charity and Col!s of Snit, the Heads of which A- 
＋ 2 greement 
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greement were reduced into Writing, and ſubſcrib- 
ed by the Perſons that there met: That the ſaid 
Agreement being notoriouſly known to all the 
Perſons concerned and intereſted in the Surplus 
Profits of the ſaid Land was diſcloſed to the Court, 
Whodirected anInformation to be brought againſt 


the Plantiffs Predeceſſors, the Merchant Taylors, 


and the ſaid four Corporations, to have a Diſco- 
very of, and to ſet aſide the ſaid Agreement, and 
for other the Purpoſes therein mentioned. In Mi- 
chaelmas Term one thouſand ſeven hundred and 
nine, an Information was brought accordingly, 
the End of which Bill, inter al. was to ſet aſide 
the ſaid Agreemeat, and to have a Transferr of 
the Truſt Eſtate, and the Plantiffs Predeceſſors 
having put in an Anſwer to the ſaid Bill, and ſub- 
mitted the ſaid Agreement to the Court, the ſaid 
Cauſe and the Matters reſerved, upon making the 
Decree in the former Cauſe, came to be heard on 
the twenty ſeventh of February one thouſand ſe- 
ven hundred and ten, before the then Lord Keep- 
er, Who inter al. Ordered That the ſaid Agreement 
and Conveyances made purſuant thereto, ſhould 
be ſet aſide, And that the Merchant Taylors 
and four Corporations ſhould re- aſſign the Truſt E- 
ſtate to the Plantiffs Predeceſſors; and there being 
Reported to be in the Hands of the Plantiffs Pre- 
deceſſors of the Rents of the Charity Lands two 
thouſand two hundred and forty one Pounds, one 
Shilling and three Pence, His Lordſhip Ordered, 
That they ſhould bring the ſame before the Maſter 
in three Months then next, till when his Lord- 
ſhip Suſpended the transferring and ſettling the 
{aid Truſt, And the Time for Payment of the ſaid 
Money was enlarged by three ſeveral Orders of 
the ſeventeenth of 7uly, and the fourth and thir- 
teenth of December one thouſand ſeven hundred 
and 
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and ten; But the Plantiffs not being able to pa 
the Money within the Times limited, by the ſaid 
Orders, The ſaid Cauſe came again to be heard be- 
fore the ſaid Lord Keeper on the fourth of March 
one thouſand ſeven hundred and eleven, When his 
Lordſhip inter al. Ordered That the ſeveral Per- 
ſons named in a Report of the Maſter, to wit, 
the Defendants Bromley, and the reſt of the new 
Truſtees, ſhould ſtand approved to be Truſtees 
for the Management of the Charity in Queſtion, 
and that the Plantiffs ſhould convey the Eſtate 
and Charity in Queſtion unto them ; and that the 
ſaid Truſtees ſhould act therein, as the Plantiffs 
by the Deed of Appointment were to have done: 
And it was further Order'd That the ſeveral ſix 
Shillings and eight Pence to the Mayor, Recor- 
der,andtenAldermen of Coventry, and the twen 
Shillings to the Steward or Town Clerk, as the 
ſame then were or ſhould be augmented, ſhould 
be applyed in paying the Charges, the Defen- 
dants, the new Truſtees, ſhould be at in manag- 
ing the ſaid Charity; and if there ſhould be any 
Surplus after the Charges of the Truſt defrayed, 
It was Ordered Thar fuch Surplus ſhould be ap- 
plyed in the Increaſe of the Fund for the Charity 
diſtributed in Coventry: That a Sequeſtration iſſued 
for levying the ſaid Sum of two thouſand two 
hundred and forty one Pounds, one Shilling and 
three Penee; and the Plantiffs real and perſonal 
Eſtates were Sequeſtred thereby, and the Profits 
of the real Eſtate amounting to above ſeven hun- 
dred Pounds a Year, were received by the ſaid 
Sequeſtrators for ſeven Years, In all which Time 
there was only the Sum of two hundred and eigh- 
ty four Pounds four Shillings and two Pence, 
paid by the ſaid Sequeſtrators towards the ſaid 
Duty, altho' the ſaid Sequeſtrators might have 


cleared 
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cleared the whole Duty in a much leſs Time; But 
inſtead of having the ſaid Duty paid, the Plan- 
tiffs, who were Defendants in the ſaid Cauſe, found 
themſelves ſo oppreſs'd by the ſaid Sequeſtrators, 
That they were forced and did apply to this Court 
on the two and twentyeth of July one thouſand 
ſeyen hundred and eighteen ; and on ſeveral Affi. 
davits then read touching the ill Uſe that was 
made of the ſaid Sequeſtration, It was Ordered 
That the ſaid Sequeſtration ſhould be ſuſpended ; 
Since. when the Plantiffs have raiſed the whole 
Money that remained of the ſaid two thouſand 
two hundred and forty one Pounds one Shilling 
and three Pence, without mortgaging one Foot 
of their Lands or leſſening their reſerved Rents 
at all, and having brought the ſaid Money before 
the Maſter, the Plantiffs on the thirteenth of Ju- 
y one thouſand ſeven hundred and twenty, ap- 
ply'd to the Court; when upon reading the mate- 
rial Certificate of the firſt of June one thouſand 
ſeven hundred and twenty, of their bringing ſuch 
Money before him , and on the Undertaking of 
ſeveral Pcrſons then in Court, for the Payment 
of the Sequeſtrators ſubſequent Coſts that ſhould 
be taxed, It was Ordered That the ſaid Sequeſtra- 
tion ſhould be Diſcharged ; That no ſubſequent 
Coſts are yet brought in to be taxed, bur the 
Plantiffs offer to pay the ſame whenever a Bill of the 
ſame ſhall be brought in to be taxed; That notwith- 
ſtanding the non-payment of the ſame, the Plan- 
tiffs, as adviſed, Appealed to the Houſe of Lords, 
wherein they ſet forth, That they had paid the 
ſaid Duty, and for non-payment of which, the 


ſaid Decree of the fourth of March one thouſdnd 


ſeven hundred and eleven was made, and there— 
by the Plantiffs prayed that the ſaid Decree of the 


fourth of March one thouſand ſeven hundred and 
eleven 
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eleven might be reverſed, and the Truſt Eſtate 
Re · conveyed to them: That the Reſpondents hav- 
ing anſwered the ſaid Appeal, the ſame came to 
be heard before their Lordſhips on the tenth and 
eleventh Days of March, one thouſand ſeven hun- 
dred and twenty; Whereupon their Lordſhips in 
their Wiſdom and Juſtice, Ordered: That the ſaid 
Decree of the fourth of March, one thouſand ſe- 
ven hundred andeleven, ſhould be Affirmed with- 
out Prejudice to the Plantiffs the Appellants 
applying to this Court, according to the Courſe 
thereof, for a Re-conveyance of the Truſt Eſtate 
as this Court ſhould think fir, Ic being their Lord- 
ſhips Opinion (as the Plantiffs hope) That in Caſe 
the Plantiffs Predeceſiors had paid rhe faid Sum' 
of two thouſand two hundred and forty one Pounds 
one Shilling and three Pence, the ſaid Truſt E- 
ſtate ought not to have been taken out of their 
Hands, Or at leaſt there ought to have been a Re- 
ſervation for that Purpole In the faid Decree of 
the fourth of March; One thouſand ſeven hundred 
and eleven, for Liberty for the Plantiffs to have 
apply'd' to the Court to have the ſaid Truſt re- 
ſtored to them when they had paid the ſaid two 
thouſand two hundred and forty one Pounds one 
Shilling and three Pence, Which Intention of their 
Lordſhips doth the more plainly Appear In Re- 
gard the Qualification aforeſaid is annex'd to their 
Lordſhips Affirmation of the ſaid Decree, Where- 
fore, and in Regard the Plantiffs have paid 
the ſaid whole Sum of two thouland two hun- 
dred and forty one Pounds one Shilling and three 
Pence, For non-payment of which, the ſaid De 
cree of the fourth of March, one thouſand ſevet. 


hundred and eleven, was Made, As by the ſaid 


Maſter's Report of the firſt of June, one thouſand 


{even hundred and twenty, appears; And the 


Plantifts 
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Plantiffs being not only contented That the full Im- 
provement of the Charity Eſtate, and every Pen- 
ny of it ſhould be applyed to the Uſes in Sir Tho. 
mas White's the Founders Deed of Settlement ex- 
preſſed, according to the Decree of this Court of 
the twenty ſeventh of February, One thouſand ſe- 
ven hundred and ten, Or as this Court ſhall other- 
wiſe think fit; And in regard very few of the Per- 
ſons concerned in the Matters complained of in 
the laſt Information are now living, and Members 
of the Corporation of Coventry, Therefore, That 
the ſaid Truſt may be Re-conveyed to them and 
their Succcefſors, And that the Management of 
the ſaid Charity may be reſtored to them in as 
full and ample Manner as if the faid Decree, of 
the fourth of March, one thouſand ſeven hun- 
dred andeleven, had not been Made, Is the Scope 
of the Plantiffs Bill: Whereto the Councel for the 
Denfendants Bromley, and the reft of the Truſtees 
alledged, That they do by their Anſwer admit 
That the ſaid Mr. White, afterwards Sir Thomas 
White, having a Deſign to relieve and prefer the 
Commonwealth of Coventry, then in great Decay, 
In order to ſettle a perpetual Charity at Coventry, 
Did about the thirty fourth of King Henry the 
Eighth, pay unto the Mayor and Aldermen of 
the ſaid City the Sum of One thouſand four hun- 
dred Pounds; and that they afterwards therewith 
purchaſed the Lands in the Bill mentioned of the 
yearly Value of ſeventy Pounds only; and that 
afterwards ſuch Indenture was executed between 
the ſaid Mayor, Sc. of Coventry, and the Mer- 
chant Taylors Company, and that the Corporatt- 
on of Coventry gave ſuch Bond as aforeſaid, 
Know not what Sir Thomas White's Deſign was, as 
to the ſurplus Profits of the ſaid Charity Lands, o- 
therwiſe than as appears by the ſaid Indenture A 155 
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whether the ſaid Charity Lands were increaſed in 
Value in Sir Thomas Whites Life Time, nor whe- 
ther the Merchant Taylors made ſuch Certificate 
touching the Application of the Charities as afore- 
ſaid, but believe only ſeventy Pounds per Annum 
was diſtributed out of the ſaid Charity Lands, and 
they applied the ſurplus Profits among themſelves; 
and if the ſaid Corporation had not differed a- 
mong themſelves about ſuch Application, They 
(as have Reaſon to fear) might ſtill have continu- 
edſo to do; But upon quarrelling among them- 
ſelves It was diſcoveredT hat the ſaid Charity Lands 
were encreaſed from ſeventy Pounds a Year to ſix 
or ſeven hundred Pounds a Year, or upward; 
Whereupon in Hillary Term, One thouſand fix 
hundred and ninety five, ſuch Information was 
brought, and ſuch Proceedings thereon, and ap- 


peal to the Houſe of Lords, And afterwards ſuch 


Decree was made on the twelfth of June, one 
thouſand ſeven hundred and three, as aforeſaid. 
That whatever Miſtakes the Corporation of Co- 
ventry lay under before the ſaid Order of the 
Houſe of Lords, Yet inſiſt that afterwards the 
ſaid Corporation ought to be conſidered only as 
Truſtees, and ought not, as they did for ſeven 
Years afterward, apply the Profits of the ſaid E- 
ſtate as they thought fit. That the Confirmation 
of the Report, in the Bill mentioned, was not an 
Omiſſion of the Corporation's Sollicitor, but (as 
believe) was done with Deſign to conceal the true 
Value of the Eftate; and more effectually ſo to 
do, and to elude the Order of the Houle of Lords, 
Did by Miſrepreſencations and undue Practice, 
draw the other Defendants, the four Corporati- 
ons of Northampton, Nottingham, Leiceſter, and 
Warwick, and divers Numbers thereof into an A- 
vreement at Lutter worth. whereby under Pretence 
| ot 
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of paying Coſts (tho' none were Decreed to be 
paid or reſerved) they agreed to pay the ſaid four 
Corporations and the Merchant Taylors eight 
hundred and twenty five Pounds; And inſtead of. 
diſcloſing what was the real Value of the Charity 
Lands, and of applying the ſame according to the 
Order of the Houſe of Lords and of this Court, 
They agreed that only forty Pounds a Year ſhould 
be paid out of the Charity Eſtate, to each of the 
ſaid four Corporations, in Manner therein men- 
tioned, until the tenth of March one thouſand ſe-— 
ven hundred and three, which was nine Months 
after the ſaid firſt Decree, and about twelve 
Months after the ſaid Order of the Houſe of Lords; 
And from the ſaid tenth of March one thouſand 
ſeven hundred and three, ſixty Pounds a Year on- 
ly to each of them, which was a great Prejudice to 
the Inhabitants of the ſaid Corporations. And the 
Corporation of Coventry endeavoured to execute 
the ſaid Agreement by Demiſing the ſaid Chari— 
ty Lands to the Merchant Taylors and the ſaid 
four Corporations for twenty thouſand and one 
Years, and accepting a Re- demiſe thereof to them 
and their Succeſſors for twenty thouſand Years, 
under the particular Rents of ſixty Pounds per 
Annum reſerved to each of the faid Corporations, 
which was leſs than their Proportion of the ſaid 
Rents; and while the ſaid Treaty was on foot, the 
Cauſe in this Court was cooly proſecuted, ſo that 
little or nothing was done from the ninth of March 
one thouſand ſeven hundred and five, until the 
Beginning of the Year one thouſand ſeven hun- 
cred and eight, Before which, the ſaid Agreement 
being diſcovered, And it being alſo. diſcovered That 
the Corporation of Coventry had made Contracts 
for Leaſes to their own Members, their Sons and 
Friends, for large Fines forlong Terms of Years at 
imall 
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ſmall reſerved Rents, And it appearing the Charity 
Eſtate was of much greater Value than appeared 
by the Maſters Report In Purſuance of which 
Order the ſaid Maſter on the ninth of 7»ly One 
thouſand ſeven hundred and nine, Made his Re- 
port, and Certified the ſaid Charity Lands to be 
of the yearly Value of nine hundred and eighty 
eight Pounds thirteen Shillings and ren Pence clear 
of Deduction. That on arguing Exceptions ta- 
ken by the Corporation of Coventry to the ſaid 
Report, The yearly Value was not leſſened above 
forty Pounds a Year; That the Lulterworth's A- 
greement, and ſeveral notorious breaches of Truſt 
appearing, The then Lord Chancellor, of his own 
meer Motion, and for the fake of Juſtice, Recom- 
mended it to his Majeſty's Attorney General, to 
bring a Bill to ſer aſide the ſaid Agreement, and 
to have the ſaid Truſt transferred; and pend- 
ing the ſaid Suit, the Maſter reported in the other 
Cauſe two thouſand two hundred and forty one 
Pounds one Shilling and three Pence to be in the 
ſaid Corporations Hands of the Rents of the Cha- 
rity Lands above all Deductions. That upon 
hearing the ſaid laſt Cauſe, the twenty ſeventh of 
February One thouſand ſeven hundred and ten, 
the ſaid Agreement was ſer aſide, and the Cor- 
poration of Coventry were to pay Coſts out of 
their own Pocket, and the ſaid Corporation were 
to bring the ſaid Money before the ſaid Maſter ; 
Which being enlarged by three ſeveral Orders, and 
they not bringing the fame before the Maſter, be- 
ing either unwilling or unable ſo to do, The ſaid 
Cauſe came to be finally Hleard on the fourth of 
March one thouland ſeven hundred and eleven, 
When ſuch Decree was made as aforcfaid, which 
was duly ſigned and enrolled; And the Corpora— 
tion being in Contempt ” not performing there- 
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of, ſuch Sequeſtration Iſſued as aforeſaid. That 
notwithſtanding the Corporation kept the Money 
in their Hands for ſo many Years, yet they have 


not anſwered to the Poor of the ſeveral Corpora- 


Lions any Intereſt for the ſaid two thouſand two 
hundred forty one Pounds one Shilling and three 
Pence, untill they brought the fame before the 
Maſter oat of other Charity Eſtates in and about 
Coventry, And have heard That it being diſcovered 
that the ſaid Corporation were about to Mortgage 
their Guild and Charity Lands, Whereby ſeveral 
other Charities would be prejudiced, the then Lord 


Chancellor Recommended it to the Attorney Ge- 


neral to file a third Information againſt them for 
an Account of all the other Charities in Coventry, 
Which Information was exhibited in Eaſter Term 
one thouſand ſeven hundred and fourteen, To 
which They have not yet put in an Anſwer, Believe 
the ſaid Corporation of Cc ve nir yby and out of ſuch o- 
ther Charity Eſtates Whereof they are only Truſtees 
Have brought before the ſaid Maſter ſo much of the 
ſaid principal Debt as was not raiſed out of the ſaid 
Eſtates by the Sequeſtrators, and that thereupon 
they brought ſuch Petition of Appeal to the Lords, 
and that upon hearing thereof on the ſaid eleventh 
of March, ſuch Order was made as aforeſaid, 
Doubt not to prove That ſeveral Perſons who are 
at this Time Members of the ſaid Corporation, 
were Members thereof when the ſaid Lutterwerth 
Agreement was made, and that ſeveral of the 
new Members of the Corporation were Members 
thereof when ſeveral Frauds and Miſapplicat ions 
of the ſaid Charity were committed, And joined 
with their Companions therein, and never attempt— 
ed to oppoſe or diſcover the ſame, And that ma- 
ny of them are the ſame Perſons who ſtood in 


Contempt of this Court, and therefore not fit 
] ruſtees 
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Truſtees to be intruſted with the Charity, if they 
had made a regular Application for that Purpoſe ; 
And inſiſt that the Order of the Houſe of Lords 
cannot be conſtrued to give Liberty to the Cor- 

oration of Coventry to apply for a Conveyance 
of the Truſt Eſtate whilſt it is compoſed of any 
of the Members who were Detected of fuch 
groſs Frauds as aforeſaid, and that ſuch Indul- 

ence given to the Corporation by their Lord- 
ſhips Order to make ſuch Application, Could on- 
ly be intended That it ſhould be done when the 
Defendants, the preſent Truſtees, or any Succeed- 
ing Truſtees ſhould miſbehave themſelves in the 
Execution of the Truſt, Nothing of which is charg- 
ed againſt them by the Bill; And therefore inſiſt 
That any Application whatſoever of the Plantiffs 
to have a Re-conveyance of the ſaid Truſt Eſtate, 
Or to be re-admitted into the Management of the 
ſaid Charity, 1s not within the Meaning of the 
Houſe of Lords or warranted thereby; And inſiſt 
and rely That any Application of this Court con- 
trary to the Courſe thereof, Is not Warranted by 
the Permiſſion given the Plantiffs by their Lord- 
ſhips Order; And therefore in Barr of the Relief 
ſought by the Bill, Infiſt, That by the known 
Ulage of this Court, no Decree ſigned and in- 
rolled can be vary'd upon a Petition or new Bill, 
Or upon ſuch new Bill as the Plantiffs have now 
exhibited againſt them, or otherwiſe, but by Bill. 
of Review. And the Defendant right admits 
he was one of the Sequeſtrators, and that the 
Value of the City of Coventry's Eſtate that was 
ſequeſtred amounted to between fix and ſeven 
hundred Pounds per Annum, But that the conſtant 
OQut-goings amounted to five hundred Pounds a 
Year at leaſt, beſides which he and the Sequeſtra- 
tors by Order of the Court paid ſeveral great 
Sums 
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Sums of Money, By Reaſon whereof, the clear 
Money ariſing from the ſaid Sequeſtred Premiſſes 
which was brought before the Maſter was redu— 
ced to the Sum in the Bill mentioned, and not 
by Neglect of any the Sequeſtrators, But that 
they duly paſt their Accounts before the Ma— 
ſter; Admits he hath not yet brought in any Bill 
of the Subſequent Coſts of proſecuting the Plan- 
tiffs ſince the former Coſts were taxed, By reaſon 
That the Plantiffs having obtained an Order to 
retax all his former Bills long ſince taxed and 
paid, Upon which Re- taxation the Agents for the 
Corporation have proceeded ſo (lowly, That the 
Maſter to whom the ſame is Referred, is not near 
finiſhing thereof, and therefore thought it impro- 
per before the ſaid Re- taxation was finiſhed, to 
bring in any Bill of ſubſequent Coſts: And the 
Councel for the Defendants, the Corporation of 
Northampton and Leiceſter, Alledged, That they 
do by their ſeveral Anſwers Admit that there were 
ſuch Indentures of Covenants and Bonds entered 
into by the Plantifis Predeceſſors as aforeſaid; 
And that ſuch Information and Proceedings thereon 
in this Court, and Appeal to the Houſe of Lords 
and Proceedings thereon, But as aforeſaid,the Cor- 
poration of Leiceſter Deny they know or believe: 
That upon hearing the laſt Petition of Appeal It 
was their Lordſhips Opinion, That in Caſe the 
Plantiffs Predeceſſors had paid the ſaid two thou- 
and two hundred and forty one Pounds one Shil- 
ling and three Pence, the ſaid Truſt Eſtate ought 
not to have been taken out of their Hands, as by 
the Decree of the fourth of March it was done, Or 
at leaſt that there ought to have been a Relerva- 
tion for that Purpoſe, by the ſaid Decree, for Li. 
berty for the Plantiffs to have applied ro the Court 


That the Diſpoſition and Management of the Cha- 


rity 
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rity to be Reſtored to them, when they had paid 
the ſaid two thouſand two hundred and forty one 
Pounds one Shilling and three Pence, and that 
the Plantiffs and their Succeſſors ſhould not be 
excluded there from, And hope the Court will not 
direct that the Truſt Eſtate ſhould be re- convey- 
ed to the Plantiffs, Not only in Regard to the 
many Miſmanagements of the Charity by the Plan- 
tiffs Predeceſſors, But alſo for that the Defendants 
Bromley, and the reſt of the new Truſtees Have 
managed the ſaid Truſt Eſtate to the beſt Advan- 
tage for the Benefit of the ſaid Charity, and have 
paid the Rents and Profits thereof yearly, as the 
ſame became due, juſtly and honeſtly, without giv- 
ing any unneceſſary Charge or Trouble. And the 
Corporation of Northampton, by their Anſwer, In- 
ſiſt That they and the other threeCorporations were 
drawn in by Coventry to enter into the Lytterwort/ 
Agreement, Which believe they had not entered 
into if the full Value of the Eſtate had been known, 
Which was induſtriouſly concealed from them; And 
the Plantiffs, and their Predeceſſors have in many 
Inſtances violated the Truſt repoſed in them by 
Sir Thomas White, as well before as ſince the ſaid 
Order of the Houle of Lords; That ſeveral of the 
Perſons who were Members of Coventry when the 
ſaid Fraud and Abuſes were committed, and who 
ſtood in Contempt and Defiance of the Juſtice of 
the Court for many Years, are now living and 
Members of the ſaid Corporation; For which Rea- 
fon inſiſt That the Truſt Eſtate ought not to be 
re- aſſigned to the Plantiſſs, but ſhall remain in the 
ſaid new Truſtees, in whoſe Juſtice and Manage- 
ment they are entircly ſatisfyed. And the Councel 
for the Defendant Mr. Attorney General alledged 
that he by his Anſwer Admits there were ſuch Pro- 
ceedings as in che Bill, and as to the Re-convey- 


ance 
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ance thereby prayed, He ſubmits the ſame to 
the Court, not doubting but Care will be taken 
that the ſaid Charity ſhall be preſerved and duly 
managed. And the Councel for the Corporation 
of Warwick alledged, That their Anſwer is much 
to the ſame Effect as the Anſwer of the Corpo- 
ration of Northampton. And the Councel for the 
Mayor and Burgeſſes of No7/ingham alledge d, That 
they by their Anſwer likewiſe admit the ſeveral 
Proceedings aforeſaid in this Court and Houſe of 
Lords, and that they have no Cauſe to ſhew why 
the ſaid Truſt Eſtate ſhould not be re-conveyed 
to the Plantiffs, and they and their Succeſſors 
have the Management of the ſaid Charity in as 
ample Manner as if the ſaid Decree of the fourth 
of March one thouſand ſeven hundred and eleven 
had not been made, If the Court thinks the doing 
thereof agreeable to Equity, And ſo as they are 
not prejudiced thereby, and their Right to a Share 
of the ſaid Charity as it ſtands confirmed be not 
any way impeached or leſſened, And ſo as they 
may at all Times have Leave to apply to the 
Court for Remedy in Caſe of any Abuſe. And the 
Councel for the Merchant Taylors alledged That 
they do by their Anſwer admit the Plantiffs may 
have brought the two thouſand two hundred and 
forty one Pounds one Shilling and three Pence 
before the Maſter, and hope that in Caſe the Court 
ſhall be of Opinion, that the Truſt Eſtate ought 
to be re-conveyed to the Plantiffs, That the Plan- 
tiffs may continue and remain ſubject and liable to 
the Inſpection of them, the ſaid Defendants the 
Merchant Taylors Company, purſuant to the O- 
riginal Deed of Appointment of the fifth of Ed- 
ward the ſixth, and as the preſent Truſtees are by 
the Decree of the fourth of March one 1 a2 

even 
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ſeven hundred and eleven. And whereas the 
Mayor, Bayliffs, and Burgeſſes of Coventry (im- 


mediately after the Order made by the Houſe of 


Lords, the eleventh of March one thouſand ſeven 
hundred and twenty, upon hearing their Appeal) 
Did on the one and twentieth of the fame March 
preferr their Petition to his Lordſhip for a Re- 
conveyance of the ſaid Truſt Eſtate z Whereupon 
all Parties being ordered to attend on the fourth 
of April then next, whereof the then Plantiffs, hav- 
ing had Notice, preferred their Petition, Inſiſting 
1 hat the Application. of the then Defendants by 
their Petition was irregular and not warranted by 
the Courſe of the Court, and the Order of the 
Houſe of Peers; For that no Decree could be re- 
verſed, altered, or explained, being once under 
Seal, by Petition or any other Way, But by Bill 
of Review ; and therefore prayed that the Order 
upon the then Defendants Petition for an Atten- 
dance might be diſcharged : Whereupon all Par- 
ties being alſo ordered to attend on the Matter of 
the ſaid then Plantiffs Petition, AndCouncel on both 
Sides attending on the twenty eighth Day of May 
one thouſand ſeven hundred and twenty one, to be 
heard touching the Matter of the ſaid ſeveral Pe- 
titions; His Lordſhip Did, inter al. then Order 
That the City of Coventry ſhould be at Liberty 
forthwith to bring a Bill in this Court to the Ef- 
fect of their ſaid Petition; And when ſuch Bill 
ſhould be anſwered, and the Cauſe ſhould come 
to hearing, The Matter of both the ſaid Petitions 
ſhould come on to be heard at the ſaid Time; And 
the Matter of the ſaid Petitions coming now on 
accordingly,and being read, Whereupon, and upon 
long Debate of the Matter, and reading the Plan- 
tiffs Bill, all the Defendants Anſwers, the Order 4.

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ventry; And the Deed of the fifth of Edward the 
ſixth, on which all the Proceedings in theſe Cauſes 
have been founded, provides not only for the 
Charity, but fur ther alſo for the Publick Good of 
the City, by lodging the Management in the Ma- 
giſtrates, and thereby ſtrengthening the Govern- 
ment thereof; and the Order of the Houſe of 
Lords in one thouſand ſeven hundred and two, 
Directs the Improvement of the Eſtate to be ap- 
plyed to the Increaſe of the Appointments to the 
Magiſtrates as well as of the Charities; and fo do' 
the Decrees of this Court, all except that of the 
fourth of March one thouſand ſeven hundred and 
eleven, made on the Matters reſerved at the 
hearing, Which alrers theſe Appointments contra- 
ry to former Orders and Decrees, and contrary 
to the former Part of the Decree made ar the 
firſt Day of hearing the Cauſe the twenty ſeventh 
of February one thouſand feven hundred and ten. 
But his Lordſhip Conceive that Decreed was uſt, 
as the Circumſtances then ſtood ; the Point of 
transferring the Truſt had been reſerved until it 
ſhould be ſeen how the Corporation of Coventry 
would comply with the Decree of the Court, where- 
by they were Ordered to bring before the Maſter 
in three Months two thoufand two hundred and 
forty one Pound one Shilling and three Pence, 
certifyed to be Rents of the Charity Eſtate reſting 
in their Hands; Day after Day is further given- 
them for that Purpoſe, and then the Court, De- 
clared if they did not bring it in by the Day 
appointed for the further hearing, It would be 
reaſonable and proper to transfer the Truſt, as 
well for their Inability, which in ſuch Caſe would' 
manifeſtly appear, as for their Miſman agement; 
and had they then comply'd, His Lordſhip Con- 


ceived the Truſt had not been taken from them, 
K 2 But 
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But they ſtill failing to make Payment when it 
muſt be thought they would exert themſelves to 
the utmoſt of their Power, It was reaſonable to 
believe them not able; and therefore it became 
neceſſary to take the Truſt from them to ſecure 
the Charity, and left it ſhould be wholly loſt, 
to put it into another Management, (tho' worſe 
in it ſelf, and differing materially and in one im- 
portant Point from that intended,) and to make 
a Proviſional Regulation to continue as long as 
the Neceſſity that occaſioned it, but alterable 
when that ſhould ceaſe, and the Danger then 
juſtly apprehended ſhould be over; That it cer- 
tainly had been proper to have reſerved in the 
Decree a Liberty for any of the Parties to have 
apply'd to the Court from Time to Time for 
further Directions as Occaſion ſhould require, and 
then there could have been no doubt but that the 
Court, even upon a Petition, might Order a Re- 


conveyance and reſtore the Management original- 


ly intended whenever it ſhould be juſt. And the 


Eords having Confirmed the Decree, with this 
Addition or Salvo, without Prejudice to the Ap- 


pellants (who are the now Plantiffs) applying to 
this Court, according to the Courſe of the Court, 


for a Re-conveyance of the Truſt Eſtate, as this 


Court ſhould think fir, It might fairly be argued 


That the Lords have laid the Decree as open as 


if ſuch Clauſe had been reſerved in the Decree. 
But however, whether there be way open for the 
Parties to be relieved by a Petition or not, His 
Lordſhip was of Opinion, and underſtood it to 
be the Senſe of the Houſe of Lords, that this 
Court has, (without ſuch Reſervation expreſt in its 
Decrees) a Power of making Regulations in Caſes 
of | Charities from Time to Time as Change of 


Circumſtances require; and that it cannot diveſt 


it 
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it ſelf thereof by any Decree or Enrollment z and 
the Application by Bill is a proper Method to 
lay ſuch Change of Circumſtances before the Court. 
And as to the Objection that this ought to be by 
Bill of Review, and not by original Bill; his 
Lordſhip Declared that a Bill of Review is on- 
ly in order to rehear, and upon rehearing to re- 
ctify the Judgment of the Court where the De- 
cree was againſt the Right of the Caſe, and to 
open the Inrollment for that Purpoſe ; and there. 
fore where there is no Occaſion to rehear, a Bill 
of Review is vain. And in this Caſe, if the De- 
cree were not inrolled, there would be no Occa- 
ſion to Rehear it, ſince the Decree is admitted to 
be right; and a new Regulation is prayed only 
upon the Change of Circumſtances, to have the 
Charity compleat, and the whole Intent of the 
Donour take Place, becauſe the Neceſſity which 
forced the Court to depart from one Part of the 
Intent, is now ceaſed. And as the laſt Order up- 
on the Point reſerved at the hearing, varyes the 
former Orders and Decrees; upon the new Mat- 
ter happened ſince, without a Bill of Review or 
any Rehearing, the Court has as much Power now: 
to vary that; and that the Plantiffs therefore are 
proper, by this Bill, to ſay the Danger provided 
againſt by the laſt Order is now over; and the 
Neceſſity on which it was founded is ceaſed, and 
to pray therefore, a Variation, ſo far as to reſtore 
the Charities as intended by the former Decrees 
and original Foundation. As to the Eſtate now 
veſted in the preſent Truſtees, they were no Par- 
ties to the Decree, and had not Originally any 
Right in them to be Truſtees, But came in by 
the Diſcretion of the Court, as its Creatures and 
Officers, to execute the Orders of the Court, 
which has an inherent Right ta regulate Charities. 

ſo 
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ſo as beſt to anſwer the Intent of them. And as 
the Court before had Power to take the Truſt 
from the Perſons whom the Donour himſelf had 
made Truſtees (to ſecure the main Intent. of the 
Charity) ſo certainly the preſent Truſtees who 
came in only by the Diſcretion of the Court, may 
by like Diſcretion be diveſted of that Truſt, and 
the Truſt be reſtored to thoſe choſen by the Foun- 
der, Toſecure both the main Intent and the ſecon- 
dary Intent of the Charity ina Point of Importance. 
And tho? the Lords Had abſolutely affirmed the 
Decree without any Qualification, Yet that would 
be only affirming that to be right and juſt, but 
would not alter the Nature or Effect of it; Nor 
would the Truſtees thereby obtain any other Right 
than they had before, which was not, nor could 
be a Right in Prejudice of the Charity, or to pre- 

vent the Court from making any juſt Regulation 
to attain the full Benefit and Advantage thereof 


ro the City of Coventry. And it now appearing 


that the City of Coventry have brought the Mo- 
ney before the Maſter, and that the ſame has becn 
raiſed with the Approbation of the Maſter, and 
without running in Debt or leſſening their yearly 
Revenue; and that they are now of ſuch Ability 
as that they may ſafely be truſted with the Receipt 
of the Profits of the Charity Eſtate and Diſtribu- 

tion thereof, and the Perſons who ſigned the 
Latterworth Agreement are all dead or removed 
but one, and not above three or four Perſons are 
now Members of the Corporation who were ſo at 


the Time of the Miſmanagement ; His Lordſhip” 


Conceived that all Danger, againſt which the De- 
cree intended to provide, may properly be ſaid 
to be over; and ſo the Decree for a Proviſional 
Regulation ought to ceaſe, the rather becaule it 


hindred one Advantage intended by this Charity

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to the good Governing of the City of Coventry, 

and therefore was juſtifiable only from the Neceſ- 
ſity ariſing from the then Circumſtances of the 
Caſe, which Neceflity is now ceaſed by the Change 
of Circumſtances z and all the Benefits and Ad- 
vantages of the Charity, both primary and ſecon— 
dary, may be now had with Security, by reſtor- 
ing the Truſt to the Corporation of Coventry, and 
cannot all be hadany other wayz And doth there- 
fore Order and Decree that the Defendants [the 
Truſtees] do execute a Re-conveyance to be ap- 

proved by Mr. Godfrey, one of the Maſters of 
this Court (to whom the former Cauſe ſtands re- 
ferred) of the Charity Eſtate, and of all their Right, 
Title, and Intereſt therein, ro the Mayor, Bay- 
liffs and Commonalty of the City of Coventry. 
But the Plantiffs, the Mayor, Bayliffs, and Com- 
monalty of Coventry, are to pay according to the 
former Orders and Decrees for that Purpoſe, the 
Colts which in the former Cauſe the ſaid Corpo- 
ration were Ordered to pay to the then Plaintiffs 
out of their own Purſe; But the Non-payment 
having been occaſion'd by the Sollicitor for the 
then Plantiffs not bringing his Bill before the ſaid 
Maſter to be taxed, the Execution of the ſaid 
Re-conveyance, is not to wait the Payment there- 
of, But upon the Plantiffs giving Security to be

There are in the Church of Holy Trinity divers 
Chapels which were antiently erected by certain Guilds 
or pious Bencfactors; and in ail probability ſome 
Lands were ſettled in the Church-Wardens and others 
for the Repairs of the ſame, Other Lands were gi- 
ven originally for the finding of Obits or Lights, or 
ſuch Like Uſes. (Vid. Burwey.) And ſome to have 
been pul into Feoſſment about the 34th Tear H. VIII. 
for Repairs of the ſaid Church; by which Means not 
baving been applied to ſuperſtitious fes within five 
Fears before the Stat. of E. VI. (Vid. p. 31.) they were 
not forfeited to the Crown. Theſe Lands with cer- 
tain Houſes built upon the Church-Yard and ſome ſub- 
ſequent Benefattions, ſeem to make up the Eſtate be- 
longing lo this Church; and the Rents payable to the 
Corporation out of this Eſtate may probably be an E- 
quivalent for ſuch Claim as the Corporation (who pur- 
chaſed the Guilds and Chantries from the Crown, Vid.
